Tlic i - :t ication m Examples 2 and 3 of which Figures show data on the tablet cores and which 
show data o* llmncoatcd tablets ts corrected. The Figures were correctly identified in the Brief 
Descnption ' f the Drawings at page 3 and the change is supported thereby. 

Exar't-fss 2, 3 and 5 liavc been changed to the present tense because it was recently 
dtscnvet-cd tl^n the tablets actually tested in the part of Example 2 which provides the data in Figure 
I and in Ex? n lie 5 were not exactly the same as described in Example 1. The starch contained in 
the tablets tc :d for Example 2. Figure I - and i« Example 5 was all (i.e., 24 nig) com starch, rather 
than a miK o' :.orn starch and modified starch totahng 24 mg (i.e.. 14,4 m^ com starch and 9.6 mg 
modi ficd sta^ c i). Further, the amount of lactose monohydrate in those tablets was 48.57 mg m the 3 
mg tablet air t9.57 mg in the 2 mg tablet rather than 48.17 mg, the amount of magnesium stearate 
was 0,4 mg -c thcr than 0.8. the Macrogol 4000 rather than 6000 was used, and no fenric oxide 
pigment was used in the coating solution of the coated tablets. This tense change is believed to raise 
no Tj^puc of r'-' inatter The change is needed to ensure comphancc with MPEP 605?.Ol (p)(Tl) since 
these e?camp'C5. as written, are prophetic in nature, involving predicted test results. 

49 and 58 arc 
amended to < crtcct an obvious typographical error made evident by the 35 U.S . C. §1 12 rejection in 
the Orfice A t^on mailed March 23,2004. Support for the correction is found m Example 2, page 1 2. 
hne 11, of 1^ c specification. Claim 58 is also amended to correct another obvious typographical

Wh: !^ the claims \vere originalty drafted, it was not realized that two inventive entities were 
involved. A a result, certain individual claims encompassed subject matter of both inventive

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entities, i e.. K-ts drawn to both the 21/7 day regimen and lo other tegimcns. Tbns, these claims 
would have ; ( -man inveritivc entity overall This could raise the issug of whether such a claim was 
technically 3 »t cipated by the earher 2-man invention Accordingly* the technical amendments made 
iicrc ehmind' v: the previous coverage by kit claims 10. 1 1 , KS. 46 and 47 of subject matter which was 
invented hy "> - O-person inventive entity. These claims now cover only the 21 /7 day tcgimen Idts 
("at least 21 ' replaced by '*21"). Claims 12 and 13. previously dependent on claims 1 1 and 10, 
respectively ; lust be made independent since they are now drawn only to regimens other than the 
2 1 /7 day reu^ 1 en Clearly, no burden is placed on the Examiner by these changes because the claims 
still cover o: J ^' what was previously fully examined. 

In th ^ fashion, none of the claims raises any issue of anticipation under 35 U.S.C § 1 02(f)- 
To the cxtei ' Ihcre might have been or arc any potential issues utider 35 U S-C, §103 / 35 U S.C 
SI 02(0. Ihc-^ have always been moot under 35 U.S-C- § 103(c) since all inventions claimed m this 
application ; 1 all times were commonly owned by the sole assignee, Schering AG.
